PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF 
ABANDONMENT UNDER 37 CF.R. $1.181 



Sir: 

Pursuant to 37 CF.R. §1 .181(a), the applicants hereby petition to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment of the above-identified application due to never having received the Notification of 
Missing Requirements under 35 U.S.C. §371 mailed on September 14, 2006. 

The subject application became abandoned because a response to the Notification of Missing 
Requirements under 35 U.S.C. §371 in the United States Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US) 
was not filed prior to the statutory due date of April 14, 2007. A copy of the Notification of Missing 
Requirements is attached. As explained below, the applicants did not receive the Notification of 
Missing Requirements prior to April 13, 2007 . Therefore, the applicants respectfully request 
withdrawal of the abandonment of this application. 
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On April 12, 2007, the undersigned's assistant, Ms. Michelle Vandernoot, called the 
USPTO's PCT Help Desk to inquire as to the status of the subject application and spoke to Mr. 
Rafael Bacares. Mr. Bacares indicated that the application was still undergoing pre-examination 
processing and that no notice had yet been mailed to the applicants. Mr. Bacares also provided the 
name of the paralegal responsible for the subject application, Ms. Paulette Kidwell. Ms. Vandernoot 
called the USPTO's PCT Operations National Stage Division and left a voice mail for Ms. Kidwell 
and spoke to Ms. Christine Washington about the subject application. Ms. Washington indicated 
that the Notification of Missing Requirements had been prepared for the subject application, but 
never mailed . On April 13, 2007, Ms. Kidwell contacted Ms. Vandernoot and indicated that the 
application is abandoned because the applicants did not respond to the Notification. Ms. Vandernoot 
explained that the Notification was never received by the undersigned, and that Ms. Kidwell' s 
colleague in the USPTO's PCT Operations National Stage Division told Ms. Vandernoot that the 
Notification had been prepared, but never mailed. Ms. Kidwell faxed a copy of the Notification to 
the undersigned on April 13, 2007 and indicated that the applicants needed to file a petition to 
reinstate the application and provide a copy of the undersigned's incoming mail list in order to prove 
that the undersigned's firm did not receive the Notification. A copy of the faxed Notification is 
attached, including the Facsimile Cover Sheet. 

As of this date, the Notification of Missing Requirements still does not appear in the Patent 
Office's Patent Application Information Retrieval (PAIR) system (copy of PAIR print out attached). 
As of this date, no Notice of Abandonment appears on the PAIR system and no Notice of 
Abandonment has been received. 

Also attached is a copy of undersigned counsel's docket record where the Notification of 
Missing Requirements would have been entered (docketed) in the ordinary course of business had it 
been received. A search of the file jacket and this docket record indicate that the undersigned's firm 
did not receive the Notification of Missing Requirements prior to April 13, 2007 . As the 
Notification of Missing Requirements was not received by the applicants prior to April 13, 2007, the 
applicants respectfully request that the time period for responding to the Notice be reset to run from 
April 13, 2007 and that the applicants' submission of the executed Declaration and Power of 
Attorney form and Sequence Listing be considered timely. 
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The applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the abandonment of this application. 

The applicants do not believe that any fee is required for this petition; however, the 
Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge any fees under 37 CFR §§1.16 or 1.17 that may be 
required by this or any other paper in the subject application to Deposit Account No. 19-0065. 



The applicants also invite the Examiner to call the undersigned if clarification is needed on 
any of this Petition.
